Edinburgh, Sept. 9. — The British 
Trades Union Congress resumed its 
aeesion this morning and adopted 
resolutions favoring the payment of 
members of parliament, eo-oporation 
and trades unionism, and amendments 
to the truck act. 

Messrs. Sullivan and Strnsser, dele- 
gates of the American Federation of 
Labor, were present to-day and met 
with r.u enthusiastic reception. 

Mr. Sullivan made a speech, during 
which he said ho had brought to the 
British delegates greetings from the 
workers of the United States, adding 
that the latter regarded British trades 
unions as the old guard in the labor 
movement. They cordially invited them 
to send delegates to the coming Ameri- 
can Trades Union Congress. Continu- 
ing, Mr. Sullivan gave an account of the 
progress recently made by organized 
labor in America, saying that all non- 
union men there wore social ciphers, 
whereas organized labor had increased 
wages by forty millions annually. 

It was moved to rescind the resolution 
of the Norwich trades union congress, 
passed "apt. (*>, 1894, on motion of Mr. 
Kier Ilardie reading: "That in the 
opinion of this congress it is essential to 
the maintenance of British industries to 
nationalize the land and all the means 
of production, distribution and exchange 
and that the parliamentary committee 
be instructed to promote and support 
legislation with tho above object." 

It was further proposed to substitute 
the following for the above motion : 
" That in tho opinion of this congrese, 
it is essential to the maintenance of 
British industries to nationalize the land, 
mines, minerals, royalty, rents and rail- 
ways, and to municipalize all water, ar- 
tificial light and tramway undertakings 
within the several authorities, and that 
the parliamentary committee be instruct- 
ed to promote and support legislation 
with th j above object." 

Alter some discussion the motion to 
rescind tho resolution of the Norwich 
congress was ruled out of order, and the 
substitute resolution was adopted with- 
out regard to the Norwich resolution. 

Councillor D. HolmeB, J. P., of the 
Amalgamated Association of Weavers, 
moved : "That it is of extreme import- 
ance :o trade unionists that all tho land 
possible should be brought under culti- 
vation, and that we should have unequi- 
table basis of urban taxation. In order 
to obtain these objects, the taxation of 
land values and ground rent should be 
made the lirst question at, the next gen- 
eral election.' 1 The motion was adopted. 

Alter adopting several minor resolu- 
tions, the Amalgamated Stevedores' La- 
bor Protection League proposed the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

" That this congress regrets that the 
president of the board of trade, while 
admitting that British workmen have a 
serious grievance in not being able to 
recover compensation from foreign ship- 
owners for injuries received through 
such shipowners' or their servants' 
neligence, has been unable to introduce 
legislation to remedy the same and as a 
bill to amend the law on the subject is 
now in charge of, and will be introduced 
next session by Mr. H. J. Beckett, M. 
P. for Brigg, this congress instructs the 
parliamentary committee to assist the 
passage of the bill as ftir as possible and 
to issue to the trade secretary a request 
to repass the resolution fn favor of the 
bill and forward the same to the M.Ps., 
their constituency, anil to the president 
of the hoard of trade." After some dis- 
cussion the resolution was adopted. 

Upon motion of the Amalgamated So- 
cieties of the Steel and Iron Workers, a 
resolution instructing 'the parliamentary 
committee to bring up a hill extending 
the cbeck-woiuhtmen's clauBes of the 
mines regulation act to all steel and iron 
works was adopted. 

The Miners' Federation of Great Brit- 
ain then moved : -'That this congress is 
of the opinion that the coal mines regu- 
lation amendment bilL, drafted by the 
Miners' Federation of Great Britain, 
and introduced into the House of Com- 
mons this year by Sir Charles Dilke, if 
passed into law, would make the mines 
more safe to work in and would lessen 
the .very high rate of accidents, whereby 
more than 10,000 workmen are killed 
and considerably over 100,000 are injur- 
ed every year, and that the parliament- 
ary committee assist the miners in pres- 
sing the government to find time for the 
discussion of this bill, early at the next 
session of parliament." 

The resolution was adopted a^d the 
congress adjourned for the day. 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

ArJ«st of a Wealthy Trump— A Police Con- 
stable Snoots Himself-Joe Martin 
Returns from Kootenay. 

WnwrpEG, Sept. 9. — (Special) — A 
tramp has been arrested by the police 
at Bat Portage for disorderly conduct. 
Fire hundred and sixty -one dollars in 
gold and silver were discovered in his 
wallet, and a satchel of bills, which he 
had buried in the muskeg, has been also 
recovered. Nothing is known of him. 

The Masonic members of tho general 
synod, now in session here, were ten 
dered a Masonic reception last night. 

A Duck Lake dispatch says Constable 
Cruikshanks, of the Northwest Mounted 
Police, shot and killed himself this 
morning, the bullet from his revolver 
going through his right eye. Death was 
instantaneous, and it is said to have 
been accidental. The deceased belonged 
to No va Scotia. 

The funeral of the late Fred Ihggm- 



botham, Winnipeg's favorite athlete, 
took place to the station, and was one of 
the largest seen in years. The inter- 
ment takes place at Bowmanville. Ont. 

Mr. Joseph Martin has returned from 
a holiday trip through the Kootenay dis- 
trict and Victoria, which, he told a re- 
porter who interviewed him, he bad 
greatly enjoyed. Ab to hiB impressions, 
Mr. Martin said : " I spent a week 
among tho mineB, and so far as I could 
judge from what I heard and saw, tho 
country is exceedingly rich in minerals. 
Large numbers of Americans and others 
I saw there Bpoak strongly of tho min- 
eral wealth, and there does not seem to 
be two opinions on the matter. 

FOREST FIRES IN ONTARIO.

Toronto, Sept. 9. — The provincial de- 
partment of crown lands lias received 
information that extensive forest (ires 
are prevailing around the head waters of 
the Mississagua river in Northern On- 
tario. It is estimated that over 35,000,- 
000 feet of lumber have been destroyed, 
John Brier, aged 80, died at the Gen- 
eral hospital last night as the result of 
being knocked down by a bicyclist on 
Friday last. 

lion. R, Harcourt, provincial treas- 
urer, has returned from a live weeks' 
trip to the old country. He sayB that 
Hon. Edward Blako will arrive in Tor- 
onto about Tuesday next, having already 
Bailed from Liverpool. 

A Little Current dispatch says W. A. 
Fraser's lumber mill was burned on 
Sunday. J. H. Charlton lost 300,000 
feet of lumber. The total loss will reach 
f 15,000: insurance, $4,000. 

Public school inspector Wherry has 
been drowned in tho lake near Peterhoro 
by tho capsizing of a canoe. 

Lord and Lady Aberdeen, who are here 
to attend the industrial exhibition, will 
remain until Thursday, when they leave 
on a tour of the province with the ob- 
ject of visiting the principal agricultural 
fairs. The tour will occupy about three 
weeks. 

Lord Aberdeen nt the fair yesterday 
said he recently picked up a book, the 
title of which was " Canada First," and 
expressed the thought that the impor- 
tance of this maxim should not bo 
forgotten, especially when they heard of 
Canada as first at Bisley, high up in 
the artillery competition at Shoebury- 
nees, first in yachting race, rirBt in 
cricket match at Philadelphia, and first 
in racing on Thames.

London, Sept. 9. — A crowded meeting 
of dockers was held at Bermondsey this 
evening in support of the international 
federation of ship, dock and river 
workers. The meeting enthusiastically 
endorsed the decision of the council of 
the Federation to send on September 11 
to 5,000 of the employers of the United 
Kingdom a demand for a uniform port 
rate of eightpence an hour and a shilling 
for overtime for dockers, and 25s. a bun 
Ired quarters for grain porters, sailors 
rates to be raised to nearly those of 1890 
s employers are requested in connec- 
tion with the demand to make a reason 
ably prompt reply, and, if the reply is 
unfavorable, a strike will follow. 

A dispatch to the Times from Cape 
town savs that Major Watts, who hat 
Makoni, a Matabele chief, summarily 
executed has been arrested pending an 
investigation. 

The Malagassy mail received here 
brings news of an attack made, upon a 
number of English and American gold 
prospectors in Madagascar by the Taha- 
volds. 

The third brigade has started for 
Absarat. This commences the advance 
upon Dongola. The Egyptian cavalry 
which baa been at Dulgo, the southern- 
most point reached by the expedition, 
has been sighted by a strong force of 
mounted dervishes. The latter retired, 
carrying back the firat definite informa- 
tion of the presence of troops at Dulgo. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Times telegraphs that many Arme- 
nian prisoner)? were released yesterday, 
and that those who had sought refuge on 
the ships in the harbor have been al- 
lowed to disembark. 

Sixteen Greek officers have been con- 
demned to death for taking part in the 
Cretan rebellion. Others are under 
trial. 

With reference to the powers abrogat- 
ing the treaty regarding the passage of 
the Dardanelles by warships, the Ber- 
linger Zeitung declares that such a 
course would be quite opposed to Ger- 
man policy. 

A dispatch from Melbourne to the 
Times says that Mr. Coote, ex-member 
of the Tasmanian parliament, who has 
just returned from Japan, aays that the 
Japanese are looking to Australia as an 
outlet for their surplus population. He 
Bays the general talk amongst military 
men Is that, in the event of ill-feeling, 
Japan would send men-of-war to seize 
tlie territory and develop a large por- 
tion of Northern Australia. 

The arrival at Christiana of the Fram, 
with Dr. Nansen and his Arctic explora- 
tion companions, was made the occasion 
of an extraordinary demonstration of 
welcome to-dav. 



(From Our Owii Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 9.— The Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries does not see suffici- 
ently cogent grounds for granting the 
request of certain camiers that the close 
season for salmon should be shortened 
by ten days in order to enable cohoes to 
bo taken. The officers of the depart- 
ment hold that the cohoes run as a rule 
in considerable numberB over several 
months and that good catches can 
usually be secured in the open season as 
provided by tho regulations. It appears 
that most of the canneries have ceased 
operations, and the extension of cohoe 
lishing is therefore not of widespread 
importance. 

All the British Columbia members had 
a conference to-day with Hon. Col. 
Baker in reference to the Eraser river 
conservation matter which is to be laid 
before the government. Messrs. Prior 
and Earle also brought up the Songhees 
Indian reserve matter. 

Chairmen of Standing committees 
have been elected as follows : Railways, 
Sutherland; Banking, Lister; Agricul- 
ture, Bain. 

Two important discussions took place 
n the House of Commons to-day. Mr. 
Maxwell, on amotion for papers, raised 
the Chinese question, and strongly ad- 
vocated an increase of the poll tax. He 
blamed the Canadian Pacific and Mr. 
Onderdonk for the introduction of this 
pest on the Pacific slope. 

Mr. Fraser, of Guyshoro, who visited 
the Coast with Mr. Laurier last year, 
took the ground that they were all chil- 
dren of our common Father, and that it 
was against the genius of the BritiBh 
constitution to exclude any man because 
of bis race or color from Canadian soil. 
He was opposed to protection in any 
form, even to the protection of our work- 
men against Chinese cheap labor. 

Sir Henri Joly said the last thing Li 
Hung Chang said to him was : " Do not 
abandon us." Sir Henri continued : "I 
told him I would not abandon 
him. He is about to sail from 
Canada. The cheers with which 
he was received everywhere are still 
ringing in his ears. To-morrow he will 
see the attack brought against his coun- 
try to-day. I do not in any way desire 
to say whether that attack was just or 
unjust, but I appeal to all members of 
this House as Canadians to give me a 
chance of Bhowing that a Canadian can 
keep his word. I want him to know 
before he sails that when I said I would 
not abandon him I meant to keep my 
word, and when I am allowed to open 
my mouth on this subject I 
shall seek to dispel that dark 
cloud which is hanging now over 
the reputation of the countrymen of the 
viceroy who was welcomed so heartily 
to this" country. I merely ask the house 
for permission to make this statement, 
in order to let him know before he leaves 
this country that when the rules of the 
house allow me to speak, I shall endeavor 
to clear as far as it lies in my power, 
the reputation of his countrymen. It will 
be my duty to do it and I will do it. 
(Applause.) 

To-night Mr. Taylor's alien labor bill 
was under consideration. A dozen 
members, Liberals and Conservatives, 
supported the principle of the measure. 
Hon. Mr. Prior delivered a telling speech 
in favor of protecting Canadian work- 
ingmen. His speech elicited an import- 
ant statement from Hon. Mr. Laurier. 

The Premier said the government 
would ascertain if there was any 
prospect of securing the withdrawal of 
the American law as against Canadians. 
If this is .lot done there will lie no recourse 
left but for Canada to adopt a similar 
measure, much as retaliation is to be 
deplored. (Cheers.) 

The Kolapore cup has been handed 
over to Speaker Edgar for safe keeping 
until it is returned to England next 
year. 

Protests having been made againut 
members Binoking in the Co i mons 
chamber during the recess of the house, 
an order was issued to-day forbidding 
the practice. 

To-morrow the Premier will probably 
announce the name of the Minister of 
tho Interior in the present government. 
By almost unanimous consent only one 
name is now mentioned, namely that of 
Hon. Clifford Sifton.

VANCOUVER. 
Vixcodvkb, Sept. 9.— Several minia- 
ters appeared before the council aa a 
delegation last night to request the city 
council to act aa prosecutors in the 35 
charges laid against liquor sellers by the 
Port Townsend informers. They re- 
ceived no encouragement. All the 
liquor men accused of selling liquor 
during prohibited hoars will fight tlieir 
cases to the end. The informants, 
Gordon and Ross, may be prosecuted for 
perjury by the licensed victuallers. 
Several cases have been withdrawn. 

The council were asked last night by 
Mr. Garden on behalf of the Chinese 
merchants of Vancouver if the council 
would present Li Hung Chang with an 
address. A dead silence followed the 
request. Suddenly Aid. Bautield, in- 
spired by an idea, informed the council 
that Mr. Fullerton hail been notified 
from Montreal in the name of the C. P. 
R. that no one would be allowed to in- 
serview Li Hung Chang on C.i'.R. pro- 
perty during his passage from the train 
to the boat without his, Mr. Fullerton's, 
permission. This appeared to satisfy 
the representative of the Chinese mer- 
chants and a difficult problem was for 
the time being solved. 

A site near the sugar refinery lias 
been purchased for the projected marine 
railway, and Mr. Griffiths, the secre- 
tary, has received a cablegram that 
funds are in hand to proceed with its 
construction. The site is on the line of 
the O.P.R. The capital of the company 
is $500,000. Mr. Robert Hamilton has 
been chosen president; Mr. W. H. Arm- 
strong vice-president; and Mr. Griffiths 
secretary. 

The Toredo-proof Pile Co. has been 
formed, with head offices at the Hatnil 
ton Manufacturing Company's place of 
business. It is claimed for the com 
party's piles that they will last for the 
lifetime oi the wood itself. Mr. Robert 
Hamilton is the president; Mr. W. U. 
Armstrong vice-president; and Mr 
Cornell secretary-treasurer. 

The result of the vote on the British 
Ojlumbia Iron Works exemption by 
law yesterday was lOli for, 8:2 against 
If the by-law requires a three-lifths ma 
jority it certainly has been defeated, but 
the question has arisen, as it does every 
time a by-law has been submitted to 
the people, whether a bare majority is 
not enough to carry the by-law. 

Rev. H. O. Mason, of the First Con- 
gregational church, was married to Miss 
Violet Kindree, niece of Mr. F. Stevens, 
of the Dominion Express Company . 

The Reformed Episcopal church have 
been celebrating their anniversary this 
week, Rev. Dr. Wilson, of Victoria, as- 
sisting. 

The carnival committee paid expenses. 
The local tram line handled an immense 
mraber oi people during carnival week 
end gave excellent service. Not the 
slightest accident of any kind occurred 
during the crowded season. Manager 
Smith is being congratulated. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Sept. 9. — A number of 
t he canneries are preparing for thecohoe 
run, and as a result 100,000 cases will be 
added to the total pack for the season. 

The annual fishing thanksgiving ser- 
vices will be held in St. Barnabas church 
on Sunday next. The church will be 
decorated with oars, nets and fishing 
gear. 

A smelter is to be erected near this 
city, a citizen having offered a grant of 
land free to the company being organ- 
ized. The proposed site will contain 
forty acres near the water front. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Sept. 9. — Theodore Bryant, 
of Wellington, has been appointed cen- 
turion of the Canadian Road Club, the 
new national organization on the lines 
of the Century Club and the C. T. U., 
which exercises the same jurisdiction on 
road riding that the C. w. A. has over 
all track events. 

The lire department was called out on 
Monday afternoon to a bush lire at the 
corner of Hecate and Milton streets. D, 
.was only after several hours' hard work 
that the adjoiping houses were saved and 
the fire extinguished. 

Collector of Customs Smith held an 
investigation touching the death of 
Samuel Gopher, who was lost overboard 
from the schooner Boss on the 31st of 
last July, about half way between Cook's 
inlet and Cape Spencer, the verdict re- 
turned being accidentally drowned. 

The Nanaimo branch of the W.U.T.U. 
has again secured the provincial banner 
for the largest number of new members 
during the year. This makes the third 
successive year the branch has received 
the banner. 

Several claims on Texada Island have 
been bonded to a wealthy Canadian syn- 
dicate, who have to sink a shaft at least 
100 feet deep. 

KASLO. 
(From tlio Kootenalan.) 
Though Kaslo has been growing for a 
year or more, there was nothing like 
building activity until a few weeks ago, 
when it became certain that the pro- 
posed system of water works would be 
put in. Then building began in earnest, 
and to-day there are perhaps more good 
buildings under way in Kaslo than in 
any other town in Kootenay. 

The Canadian Pacific Mining ami 
Milling Company is building a concen- 
trator at Woodbury point on the lake. 

The KansiiB City smelter people are 
said to be negotiating in eartiest for the 
Pilot Bay smelter, but nothing definite 
can as yet be learned. It is reported, 
too, that orders have been received at 
the smelter from the Ilendryx manage- 
ment directing that everything bo placed 
in readiness for the resumption of oper- 
ations at an early date. 

President Munn, of the Kaslo it Shi- 
ran, is gratilied at the splendid record of 
his road this year and looks forward to a 
big business this fall and winter, 

The building operations in Kaslo and 



other places have caused a heavy demand 
for lumber, in consequence of which G. 
O. Buchanan is running hia sawmill to 
its full capacity. A boom of 400,000 feet 
of logs arrived this week and 1,000,000 
feet are now en voyage. Orders are out 
for a large shingle machine, also a light- 
ning matching machine, of both of which 
the mill is in urgent need. 

Gay Reeder, who left a couple of weeks 
ago for the scene of the recent gold strke 
on the upper Duncan river, has returned. 
Ho verified all the reports concerning 
the strike by Matthews and Simpson. 
The ledge, he Bays, iB fully aB large as 
reported, from 40 to 50 feet, and extends 
across the entire claim. Nine claims 
have been located on the lead. Mr. 
Reeder expresses it as his opinion that 
Matthews, Simpson and Green have a 
big thing. 

The Black Fox will graduate in the 
class of "JO as a shipping mine. Packers 
are now bringing down a shipment of 
two cars, and development has blocked 
out enough ore to assure steady ship- 
ments after the raw-hiding season he- 
gins. The shipping ore will go 110 
ounces silver and 70 per cent. lead. The 
mine has, it is said, large bodies of con- 
centrating ore in sight, enough to war- 
rant the erection of a big concentrator. 

The committee to whom has been re- 
ferred for arbitration the claim of R. E. 
Lemon against the K. & R. railway for 
right-of-way on the mineral claim Blue 
Jay, at Sandon, will meet at that place 
September 10 to settle the matter. The 
railway only cuts across one corner of 
the claim, and the officials objected to 
paying the amount asked on the ground 
that it was exorbitant. 

NELSON. 
(From the Nelson Tribune.) 
The Hansard Gold and Copper Mining 
Company, a limited liability company, 
organized for the purpose of developing 
a couple of Slooan prospects and three in 
Trail creek, will commence work on the 
Slocan prospects under the supervision 
of Robert Sheill. The most promising 
of these is the Lone Star upon the 
Charleston ledge. The major portion of 
the assessment work on the Lone Star 
has been done upon the second ledge, 
and very good showinge of carbonates 
and galena have been made. The Red 
Cloud is a large fractional claim in the 
same group, adjoining the Kingston. Of 
the three Trail Creek prospects the Han- 
sard and Carberry are situated at the 
head waters of Big Sheep creek, about 
thirteen miles from Rossland. On these 
claims are two strongly defined ledges, 
showing heavy iron capping. Assays 
have been obtained indicating the 
presence of gold, but sufficient work has 
not been done upon the claims to de- 
monstrate their worth. The fifth pros- 
pect is the Tyrone, a similar property to 
the above, situated about four miles 
from Lower Arrow lake, on the trail 
leading to the Hansard and Carberry. 



CANADIAN INVESTMENTS. 

Sir William Rose of London, Inquiring Into 
the subject— New Cathedral at 
Nicolet. 

Montreal, Sept. 0. — (Special) — Sir 
William Rose, son of the late Sir John 
Rose, and a prominent English finan- 
cier, is here. Ho stated that the want 
of confidence in United States securities 
is drawing attention to Canada as a held 
for the investment of British capital and 
no doubt there will be a large influx of 
capital if the mining boom is shown to 
rest on a sound foundation. Sir William 
is inquiring into mining investments.

The dome of 
the steeple and cross are to be of alumi- 
num and the edifice is to be 192 feet 
long and 97 feet high with a steeple of 
185 feet.

ILLIBERAL LIBERALS. 

It is, after all, not surprising to see 
ardent and loud-voiced Liberals profess 
ing the most illiberal views with regard 
to the latitude that should be allowed 
civil servants in their political action 
and in the expression of their political 
views, for it has been observed that your 
fiery Radical, whenever power is placed 
in his hands, turns out to be the most 
intolerant of tyrants. The Hon. L. II 
Davies the other day said from hia place 
in Parliament: " So Jar as I am con- 
cerned, when I meet a man on the plat- 
form who is a Government employe, 
and he abuses me and my leader and 
my party, and I subsequently have tho 
power, that man shall cease to be a pub- 
lic officer." We will not say what we 
think of that very singular utterance of 
a man who is continually making loud 
professions of hia Liberalism. We leave 
it to the Montreal Witness, a Liberal 
newspaper, to administer to him the re- 
buke he so richly deserves. 

" We have no hesitation," comments 
the Witness, " in saying that this re- 
mark of Mr. Davies' is a piece of the 
most dangerous political immorality 
Mr. Davies here takes an attitude from 
which there ia no logical stopping place 
till we reach Andrew Jackson's dictum 
' To the victors belong the spoils,' vvhicl 
reduces popular government to mere 
brigandage. Either civil servants have 
political rights and duties or they ure 
politically dead. If they are politically 
dead, as Mr. Daviesdoes not claim, then 
it would be the simple duty of Govern- 
ment to depose them from their places 
the moment they committed any poli- 
tical act. In fact, it would need no ac- 
tion on the part of the Government as 
anyone could impeach them. If, on the 
contrary, they have political rights, they 
are bound to use them and that actively 
Mr. Davies draws a distinction between 
the passive casting of a vote and offen- 
sive partisanship. This distinction is at 
least a comprehensible one and might be 
a valid one if offensive partisanship 
con Id be legallv defined. The danger 
about it ia that it is the Government of 
the day which is the judge as to whether 
the partisanship has been loo active or 
not. That practically means that no 
partisanship on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of the day could he too active. The 
danger, i f any, would be when it, was not 
active enough. On the other hand, any 
partisanship whatever against the party 
which wins the victory would be too 
great to be pardoned. Mr. Davies in- 
deed makes " no bones " about the mat- 
ter. He plainly tells us that the parti- 
sanship he means to punish is a parti- 
sanship against himself and his party. 

The views on this subject of the free- 
dom of civil servants expressed by the 
Hon. Mr. Foster, generally considered a 
rather strait-laced Conservative, are in 
striking contrast to the illiberal opin- 
ions expressed by the Liberal Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries. Mr. Foster, in 
the debate that took place on the 2nd 
inst., said: 

He did not think men should bo dis- 
franchised simply because they held 
positions in the Civil Service, and he 
cited the case of postmasters, who were 
always people of an intelligent class, 
many of them receiving as salary the 
small sum of ten dollars or so, whom it 
was unfnir and unreasonable to hold for 
that reason as unfit to take part in the 
Government of the country. He believed 
that a man had a right not only to his 
voto, but to the honeat, becoming and 
respectful expression of his opinion 
by voice and pen, and that the only 
limit to be placed upon him was 
that his duties should not bo inter- 
fered with, and that an official should 
not lose sight of the respect which is due 
to the government employing him, and 
which was due on tho part of every em- 
ployee to his employer. He did not, 
above all, desire to see the spoils system 
introduced in this country. lie did not 
want to see officials arbitrarily dismissed 
by the whim of a minister, but thought 
that every person accused should have 
an opportunity of seeing and answering 



the charges against him. He hbped Mr. 
Laurier would express hiB views uoon 
the subject. 

The only excuse that can be made for 
the narrow and intolerant views ex- 
pressed by some Liberal Milliliters and 
approved by the majority of the mem- 
bers supporting them, is that they are 
so hounded on by the hungry horde of 
oflice Beekers and their relatives and 
friends that they dare not express them- 
selves in terms of fairness and modera- 
tion lest they Bhould be utterly discred- 
ited in their several constituencies. 



THE NEW DOCTRINE. 

We aro not surprised to find that the 
doctrine of " provisional " governments 
is not generally accepted by Canadians 
capable of forming an opinion on the 
subject. One would suppose that Lib- 
erals would be the very first to protest 
against a Governor-General's taking 
upon himaeif to treat a Canadian Gov- 
ernmentas" provisional." Suchacourse 
is in direct opposition to what has hith- 
erto been considered tho fundamental 
principles of Liberalism. Liberals are 
supposed to be the determined upholders 
of the power of the people and the 
equally determined opponents of even 
the appearance of encroachment on that 
power by the Crown or its representa- 
tive. The Toronto Mail and Km pi re 
takes the position of a true Conservative 
when it says : 

Now we aro being asked to believe 
that there is such a thing as a " provi- 
sional " government, and that through 
some unlooked for misbehaviour on the 
part of Parliament the franchises 
hitherto understood to exist are with- 
drawn A " provisional " government 
there cannot bo. That there ia a moment 
when the powers appertaining to the 
people are suspended it is altogether un- 
wise to pretend. The latest assertion is 
that the authority resting with the re- 
presentative of the Crown is elastic. 
That is to say, it may bo strotched not 
merely to cover tho rejection of advice, 
but to include in addition comments 
upon the legislature and upon the 
judiciary. The sudden and extra 
ordinary abandonment of the old Liber- 
alism will be an unwelcome surprise in 
many quarters. But it is explainable 
by the (act that in taking oflice the new 
ministry necessarily agreed to shoulder 
the responsibility for the principles of 
action so lately advanced. Mr. Laurier 
is now the representative of the "pro- 
visional " theory. 

We are now beginning to aee why it is 
that so Bound and ao enlightened a Lib- 
eral as the Hon. David Mills has been 
passed over in the selection of members 
for Mr. Laurier s Cabinet. He knows 
too much and is too true to his princi- 
ples to ignore them and to act in opposi- 
tion to them whenever and as often as 
men of easy political virtue may decide 
that the exigencies of party require. 



MISSIONS IN CHINA. 

What does an educated and large- 
minded Chinaman think of Christianity, 
is a question which every intelligent 
Canadian would 'ike to hear answered. 
Well, the Viceroy Li Hung Chang, whom 
all will admit to be both educated and 
large-minded, in his reply to the address 
of the representatives of the American 
missionary societies has let them and 
the rest of the world know at least part 
of what he thinks of the Christian re- 
ligion. 

" In a philosophical point of view," 
he said, " as far aa I have been enabled 
to appreciate, Christianity does not 
differ much from Confucianism, as the 
Golden Rule ia expressed in a positive 
form-in one, while it is expressed in the 
negative form in the other. Logically 
speaking, whether these two forms of 
expressing the same truth cover exactly 
the same ground or not, I leave it to the 
investigations of thoae who have more 
philosopical tastes. It ia at the present 
enough to conclude that there exists not 
much difference between the wise say- 
ings of the two greatest Teachers, on the 
foundations of which the whole struc- 
ture of the two svstema of morality' i3 
built. 

As man is composed of soul, intel- 
lect, and body, I highly appreciate that 
your eminent boards, in your arduous 
and much-esteemed work in the field of 
China, have neglected none of t he three. 
I need not say much about the first, 
being an unknowable mystery, of which 
our greatest Confucius had only an active 
knowledge." 

Tho Chinese statesman contemplated 
Christianity from the moralist's point 
cf view only, as to its supernatural and, 
as many think, its really religious as- 
pect, he had nothing to say. This, it 
seems, is the way in which nearly all 
educated Chinamen regard Christianity 
They understand and to a certain extent 
admire the morality which it teaches, 
but the supernatural part of it iB to them 
\s it was to the Greeks of old, " foolish- 

' The Chinaman, it is evident 
of the earth earthy. He has formed a 
high idea of the civilization of Euro 
peans and Americans. The perfection 
to which they have brought the 
arts of life he understands and ap- 
preciates, but with their leligiouB 
ideas and aspirations he has little or no 
sympathy, fie admires the moralB of 
Christianity for the same reason that Li 
Hung Chang does — because, as he un- 
derstands them, they closely resemble 
those taught by the revered Teachers of 
hia own nation, Confucius and Mencius, 
to whom, by the way, tho representatives 
of tho American Missionary Societies did 
not in their address forget to pay a trib- 
ute of respejet. 

There is ono passage in that address 
which will rather surprise the ordinary 
newspaper reader. It is this : 

Among the thousands of our country- 
men who are seeking opportunity to do 
honor to you and to your august sover- 
eign, we the representatives of various 
boards and societies engaged in Chris- 
tian missions in China, beg leave to pre- 



_ 

sent to you our most hearty greetings, 
and to assure you of the moat profound 
respect which we cherish towards that 
great and illustrious empire which you 
so worthily represent. For the last. fifty 
years the missionaries of these boards 
have been favored with the protection of 
your government, and we are' frank to 
aay that in no nation of the world have 
American missionaries received more 
just and even generous treatment than 
that accorded to our missionaries by tho 
Imperial Government of China. 

It is remarkable how very few of our 
missionaries, out of the many hundreds 
who have lived in China, have lost their 
lives through violence, and we recall no 
instance in which such casualties have 
occurred with tho sanction or even 
connivance of your Government. On 
the contrary, there have been many in- 
stances in which local officials who have 
been remiss in affording proper protec- 
tion have suffered punishment for their 
neglect. We take special pleasure in 
paying this tribute to the juBtico and 
humanity shown by that august power 
which you have the honor to represent. 

We remember with lively gratitude 
the various edicts and proclamations 
which have been issued by tho Imperial 
Government direct, or by various subor- 
dinate officials, not only enjoining pro- 
tection to our missionaries, but assuring 
tho people of their peaceable intentions 
and the disinterested character of their 
work. 

The general impression is that Chris- 
tian missionaries are not very well treat- 
ed in China; that they are hated and 
feared by the populace; and that the 
authorities are by no means so prompt 
in extending to them the protection of 
the Government as treaty obligations 
require them to be. According to the 
representations made in the address of 
tho missionary societies, the American 
missionaries are doing a good work in 
China. It is stated that they have (i0 
hospitals in China, in which 500,000 
Chinese subjects were during tho last 
year cured or served. They have alsoJOO 
schools in China, educating 12,000 Chin- 
ese children. Li Hung Chang expressed 
himself as impressed by the disinterested 
efforts of the missionaries to benefit the 
people of China and by tho usefulness 
of the work they are doing. There was 
not the slightest trace of either bigotry 
or intolerance in the Viceroy's reply to 
the address of tho Chistian mission- 
aries and their friends. If his expres- 
sions of good will and appreciation can 
be regarded as sincere— and there ia no 
reason why they should not— mission- 
aries in China and their supporters at 
home may count upon Li Hung Chang 
as their friend. 



IN SOLVABLE. 



Our respected correspondent, " A Be- 
wildered Ratepayer " (who, by the way, 
does not appear to bo bewildered at all), 
propounds a question which we find it 
impossible to answer. It is: Why is it 
that the existing bridge — Point Ellice — 
cannot be repaired? All that we can 
say is that itcan be repaired, and that a 
City Council that possessed the least 
glimmering of common sense would have 
set about repairing it immediately afier 
the accident. That is what any man 
not a downright fool would have done 
if the bridge was on his own 
property and was wanted for immediate 
use. Instead of doing what common- 
sense dictated the City Council set about 
building a new bridge in the wrong 
place, thereby causing unnecessary de- 
lay, needlessly spending a large sum of 
money, and plunging the city into two 
lawsuits, if not more. Why the bridge 
was not mended at once is more than 
we can tell— it is a bewildering conun- 
drum. We give it up.

The Cowichan and Salt Spring Island 
agricultural association are busy prepar- 
ing for their annual exhibition, which 
takes place at Duncan on Saturday the 
20th inst., and which promises to do the 
association credit.

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

Fog and Smoke Render Navigation Difficult 
—A fierniun Arrival's Rougk 
Voyage, 

Navigation was a difficult art for all 
undertaking it yesterday, and during 
parts of the day the air about the outer 
wharf was full of music running from 
the sharp clang of bells of all sizes to 
the deep bass whistle of the ocean 
steamships.

Chicago, Sept. 9.— Hon. W. J. Bry- 
an's letter of acceptance was received by 
the Democratic national committee to- 
day. In substance it reads as follows: 

"To Hon. Stephen M. White and 
others, members of the notification com- 
mittee of the Democratic national con- 
vention : 

Gentlemen: — I accept the nomination 
tendered by yon on behalf of the Uemo- 
eratie party. In bo doing I desire to 
assure you that I fully appreciate the 
high honor which Buch nomination con- 
fers and the grave responsibility that 
will accompany election to the presi- 
dency ot the United States. 

" So deeply am I impressed with the 
magnitude of the power vested by the 
constitution in tiie ciiief executive of the 
nation and with the enormous influence 
which lie can wield for the benefit or in- 
jury of the people that 1 wish to enter 
that office, if elected, free from every 
personal desire except the desire to 
prove worthy of the confidence of my 
country and that I may not be tempted 
to use the patronage of my office to ad- 
vance any personal ambition, I hereby 
announce my fixed determination, not, 
under any circumstances, to be a candi- 
date for re-election, in case this cam- 
paign results in my election. 

" I have carefully considered the plat- 
form adopted by ttie Democratic 
national convention and unqualifiedly 
endorse each plank thereof. A Demo- 
cratic form of government is conducive 
to the highest civilization, because it 
opens before each individual the greatest 
opportunity for development and stitmi 
lates to the highest endeavor, insuring 
to each a full enjoyment of all the re- 
wards of toil, except such contribution 
as is necessary to support the govern- 
ment which protects him. 

" Democracy is indifferent to pedi- 
gree; deals with the individual rather 
than with his ancestors. Democracy 
ignores the differences of wealth. Nei- 
ther riches nor poverty can be invoked 
in behalf or against any citizen. Demo- 
cracy knows no creeds, recognizing the 
right of each individual to worship God 
according to the dictates of his own con- 
science; welcomes all to a common bro 
therhood ; guarantees equal treatment, 
no matter in what church or throng! 
what forms they commune with their 
Creator. 

" The increase in the bonded debt of 
the United States at this time is entirely 
without excuse. The issue of the inter- 
est bearing bonds within the last few 
years has been defended on the ground 
that they were necessary to secure the 
gold with which to redeem the United 
States notes and treasury netes. This 
necessity has been more imaginary than 
real. Instead of exercising the legal 
right vested in the United States to re- 
deem its notes either in gold or silver 
coin, the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment followed the precedent estab- 
lished by a former administration and 
surrendered the option to the holder of 
the obligations. This administrative 
policy leavei tho government at the 
mercy of those who find pecuniary protit 
in bond issues. The fact that the dealers 
in money and securities have been able 
to deplete or protect the treasury accord- 
ing to their changing whims, shows how 
dangerous it is to permit them to exer- 
cise a controlling influence over the 
treasury department. 

"The position taken by the Chicago 
platform against the issue of paper 
money by national banks is supported 
by the highest Democratic authority as 
well as demanded by the interests of the 
people. A dignified but firm mainten- 
ance of the foreign policy first set forth 
by President Monroe, and reiterated by 
all the presidents who have succeeded 
him, instead of arousing hostility abroad 
is the best guarantee to amicable rela- 
tions with other nations. It is better 
for all concerned that the United States 
should resist any extension of Euro- 
pean authority in the western hemi- 
sphere rather thau invite the continual 
irritation which would necessarily result 
from any attempt to increase the influ- 
ence of monarchial institutions over 
that portion of America which has been 
dedicated to a republican government. 

" The laboring men of the country 
have expressed a desire for arbitration, 
and railroads cannot reasonably object 
to a decision rendered by an impartial 
tribunal; moreover, society, which has 
an interest even greater than the inter- 
est of the employer or employee, has a 
right to protect itself by courts of arbi- 
tration against the growing inconveni- 
ence and em harassment occasioned by 
disputes between those who own the 
great arteries of commerce and the 
laborers who operate them." 

Mr. Bryan also briefly expressed him- 
self in favor of liberal pensions and the 
enlargement of the powers of the inter- 
state commerce commission, in oppo- 
sition to unrestricted immigration, 
trusts and combines of corporations, 
sympathy with free Cuba and with tho 
"common people"; in the latest connec- 
tion saying : 

" Since the producers of wealth create 
the nation's prosperity in time of peace 
and defend the nation's flag in time of 
peril, their interests ought at all times 
to be considered by those who stand in 
official positions. The Democratic party 
has ever found its voting strength among 
thoso who are proud to be known as the 
common people; it pledges itself to pro- 
pose and enact such legislation as is 
necessary to protect the masses in the 
free exercise of every political right and 
the enjoyment of their just share of the 
reward of their labor. 

" It is not necessary to discuss the 
tariff question at this time. Whatever 
msy bo tho individual views of tho citi- 
zens as to the relative merits of protec- 
tion and turifif reform, all must recognizo 
that until tiie money question is fully 
and finally set tied the American people 
will not consent to consider any other 
important question. 

"The crisis presented by our financial 
conditions cannot bo postponed. The 
people of this nation, Bitting as a high 
court, in lift render judgment in a case 



hope and inspiration to those who toil, 
or shut the doors of mercy on mankind. 
Yet in the presence of this overshadow- 
ing issue, differences upon minor ques- 
tions may he laid aside only in order 
that there might be united action among 
those who are determined that the 
progress toward a universal gold 
standard shall be stayed and the gold 
and silver coinage of the constitution 
restored." 



POINT ELLICE BRIDGE. 

To the Editok:— My aim is to lead a 
quiet, life and leave the troubles of gov- 
ernment and politics, whether munici' 
pal or otherwise, to those who have a 
taste for that kind of thing. Wo all 
know that there is money, and lots of it, 
wasted under the municipal system, but 
that is one of the things we have to put 
up with and look for. No matter under 
what body of aldermen, the same thing 
would happen to a greater or less ex- 
tent. For my part, I pay my taxes with 
complacency, and do not as a rule stop 
to bother myself about how much is 
wasted. But there is one thing which 
puzzles me, in spite of my chronic phleg- 
matic disposition, and although I have 
read most of what appears in the papers 
regarding the Point, Ellico bridge ques- 
tion, I have never Been or read anything 
which explains why it is necessary, at 
present at least, to build anew bridge, 
whether a common pile structure, or a 
stone and iron one, as demanded by the 
Dominion. 

Why is it that the existing bridge can 
not be" repaired? One would think that 
the whole bridge had collapsed and been 
carried away, instead of one span of it 
only. Why on earth cannot that one 
span be replaced, or a connection made 
on piles or otherwise? Tho remainder 
)of the bridge could bo strengthened so 
as to give absolute safety (I do not 
mean for tram cars for which the bridge 
was never intended at all), and tiie 
whole thing made to last for many years 
to come. The tramway company can, 
of course, build their own bridge, but 
what we want is ordinary traffic com- 
munication, which with the expenditure 
of $1,000 or less, and a week's delay, 
could be resumed without difficulty, 
There is no reason wdiatever that I can 
see why the break in communication 
should have lasted for more than a week 
or at tho most two, after the accident. 

Will you, Mr. Editor, please enlighten 
me why this has not been done? — or if 
you cannot or will not do so, perhaps 
the Times or the Province, will oblitie, 
A Bewildered Ratepayeb.

Butter Goes Up Another Notch— Fish Are 
Plentiful— First Concord Grapes 
Arrive. 

To the ordinary household provider 
the chief features ot the market this 
week are the advance in butter, the firm- 
ness of plums, the receipt of Eastern 
grapes and an improvement in the fisl 
supply. Dairy butter has advanced fi 
cents in the pound ; the new grapes are 
Bcarce yet and sell at from 90 cents to f 1 
per basket; plums retain a good price 
for, through a combine recently effected, 
all superfluous quantities can be profit- 
ably shipped to Western towns along the 
C.P.R. ; and fish are more plentiful be- 
cause the cannery labors for fishermen 
are, over for awhile. Oitts have taken a 
considerable drop lately in consequence 
of the new supply coming in. The mar- 
ket at present is stocked with a quantity 
of green bananas, received by the last 
Australian steamer, and which are in 
poor demand at figures given below.

A By-Law 



To Amend the Market By -Haw, and to 
llepeal Certain By-Laws. 

THE Municipal Council of tho Corporation 
of the City of Victoria enacts as follows: 

See. 1. The following is hereby inserted as 
Section 33 of the Market By-Law, No. MS:— 

Makufactuiik and Sai.b of Bread, 

88. All household bread manufactured by 
any person lu the eity for sale, or offered for 
sale, or sold in the city, shall bo of good and 
wholesome Hour or meal, and shall not con- 
tain any alum or other matter known to bo 
Injurious to health, and shall be of tho full 
weight of ono and one-half pounds, and three 
pounds respectively, for tho small and largo 
loaves, and shall be marked with tho number 
indicating the weight of said loaves. Tho 
term "household bread" to imply all bread 
when two or more loaves arc baked in one pan. 
All other kinds arc to be termed " fancy bri;ad," 
and not to come under tho meaning of this 
clause 

Sec. 2. The following is hereby inserted as 
the Appendix to the Market By-Law, No. 148:—

Regulations for the Working of Street 
Railways in the City of Victoria, 



Whereas tho Council of the City of Victoria 
doem it necessary and requisite for the protec- 
tion of the persons and property of the puulie 
that the Regulations hereinafter contained 
shall bo made for operating Street Hallways In 
tho City of Victoria: 

Therefore tho Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows: 

1. No car weighing with its passengers more 
than eight and one half tons shall bo allowed 
to cross the James Bay bridge or tho Kock Buy 
bridge, and no such car shall bo permitted or 
suffered to carry ovor elthor of the said bridges 
moro than SO passengers at any one limo. 

2. No car shall he propelled at a higher rate 
of speed than lour mlloi an hour when crossing 
any bridge or trcntlo work, and when on n. 
bridge or trestle work no car shall approach 
closer to any other car than 200 feet. 

3. Should there bo any foot passengers on any 
rossing before the car approaches tho same, I he 
:ar shall bo stopped so as to permit such pas- 
sengers to cross. 

4. Each car is to be supplied with a gong, 
which shall be sounded by the motornccr or tho

driver when the car approaches to within fifty 
feet of each crossing. 

5. Tho cars shall not bo wilfully driven 
against any person or animal whilst being upon 
or crossing any of the streets of the city.

7. No cur shall carry moro passengers than 
the same can conveniently accommodate, and 
the number of passengers each car can accom- 
modate shall bo previously fixed and deter- 
mined by the City Engineer or Surveyor, and 
indicated upon a card posted inside, and paint- 
ed iu plain figures on the letter board. outside 
of each car. 

8. The route through which each car has to 
run shall be conspicuously marked, allixed or 
indicated in letters on the outside of tho car. 

9. Afler sunset tho ears shall be provided 
with coloured signal lights, on the front and 
rear of tho roof.aud the routo shall be indicated 
in letters on such lights. 

10. Smoking shall only be allowed on the front 
platform of closed cars, and the rear scat and 
platform of open curs. 

11. No car shall be allowed to stop on 01 over 
a crossing, or in front of any intersecting 
streets, except to avoid a collision, or prevent 
danger to persousin the streets, or for other un- 
avoidable reasons, and no ears Bhall bo left or 
remain in the streets atauy time, unless wait- 
ing for passengers. 

12. When it shall be necessary to stop at the 
intersection of streets to receive or leave pas- 
sengers, the car Bhall be stopped so as to leave 
the rear platform slightly over the last cross- 
ing. 

13. Conductors or motorneers, or drivers, shall 
bring the cars to a stop when passengers get on 
and oil' ears: Provided, however, that the cars 
shall only be required to stop at public cross- 
ings, or at intersections of public streets, or at 
such other regular stopping places as may be 
from time to time fixed by the Company. 

14. There shall be a conductor as well as a 
driver or molorneer on each ear, except on 
such portions of the lines as maybe hereafter 
determined by the Corporation, 

15. The cars shall bo properly lighted. 

10. Tho Consolidated Railway Company shall 
keep all its car tracks free from ice and snow, 
ang shall rcmovo such Ice and snow to any place 
that the City Engineer or Surveyor shall direct 
The Corporation may, at its option, retnovo tho 
is hole, or such part of any ice or snow from 
curb to curb, as It may sec fit, from any street, 
or part of a street, in which cars are running, 
including the snow from tho roofs of houses, 
thrown or fallen into the streets, and that re- 
moved from ihe sidewalks into the streets, and 
the Company shall pay one-third of the cost 
thereof. 

17. When necessary, in case of fire, tho Chief, 
or person in charge of ihe Firo Department, or 
brigade, shall havo the right tocut or pulldown 
any wires of the Company which obstruct tho 
operations of the firemen, or to direct that they 
shall be so cut or pulled down, and also to re- 
quire the Company to stop the running of Its 
cars to or near to the building or buildings 
which may he ou fire, and theCorporation shall 
not bCiliablo for any loss or damage thus 
caused, 

IS. The said Company shall run its cars over 
the whole of the streets mentioned in the 
Schedule to the agreement In the Act respect- 
Ingthc Victoria Electric Railway and Lighting 
Company, Limited, 57 Victoria, chap. G3, 
Statutes of British Columbia, ou which tracks 
are now laid, or may hereafter be laid, to tho 
present eity boundary lines on said sticets. 

19. On or before the 31st of Maich, 1897, the 
said Company shall provide, to tho satisfaction 
of the City Engineer or Surveyor all its cars 
run on any of the said streets, with a guard, 
protector or fender upon the front end of each 
car, whit h guard protector or fender shall ex- 
tend at its foremost point as near to the road 
bed as shall be practicable, and shall he so con- 
structed and adjusted that any person or object 
struck by any such car while in motion may be 
either raised from the ground by the said guard 
protector or fender, and carried along by the 
said car until the same cau.be stopped or be 
pushed from the track. 

20. No person, when not in danger of injury, 
shall voluntarily get up on any such guard pro- 
tector or fender attached to any car, as herein- 
before provided, whether such car be standing 
s'.Ill or in motion. 

21. The said Company, ItB successors and ns- 
slgns and its officials and servants, shall con- 
form to and fully carry out all the regulations 
and rules herein contained. 

22. The said Company, its successors and 
assigns, and lis servants and officials shall con- 
form to all such further and other regulations 
as the said Council shall from time to time 
deem requisite or necessary lo enact for the pro- 
tection of the persons or property of the public. 

23. In case the said Company shall fail at any 
timo to comply with or contravene any of th 
conditions orobligutions Imposed upon it by 
these regulations, the said Company shall be 
liable to and incur a penalty not exceeding $50 
(fifty dollars) for each and every such contra- 
vention of any of the said conditions or obliga- 
tions, and the enforcement of this section shall 
devolve upon the members of the polieo foreo 
of the city. 

21. These regulations m&y be cited as the 
" Street Railway Regulations By-Law."

One of tho latest things in cycles is the 
triple tandem socinblo. Tho machine in 
ospecitiliy adapted to the uses of small 
parties of cyclists who wish to keep togeth- 
er during an outing. By means of it, also, 
people who are nimble to ride an ordinary

bicycle can enjoy some of tho delights of a 
trip awheel, provided, of course, that some 
of tho seats are occupied by experts. 

Tho triple tandem sociable, though of 
composite) build, weighs only 125 pounds. 
It lias seven wheels, the one in front be- 
ing used to steer by. Tho power that can 
be applied by tho six operators is sufficient 
to send tho machine along at iv rapid rate 
despite the retarding forco of considerable 
friction. It i:; expected that the triple tan- 
dem will bo found very useful in parades. 
On it ecu be inoun tod musicians whoso at- 
tention not being centered on balancing or 
steering themselves can play any kind of 
instrument, anil thus tho problem <>f how 
to mount a band on bicycles will lie 
solved. Beginners, too, may bo taught 
the bicycle stride and gcu«snlly familiar- 
ized with the wheelman's tactics by taking 
a safe mount in tho midst of experienced 
cyclers. 

WJieelwomen who live in the country or 
in the suburbs of largo cities are frequent- 
ly annoyed by vicious dogs or terrorized 
by tramps and footpads. For their pro- 
tection a bicycle holster containing a good 
sized revolver is suggested. The holster 
can be made of covert cloth, crash or wool- 
en material and attached to tho belt by 
means of loops, the same as the ordinary 
bicycle bag. Woman's proverbial though 
absurd fear of firearms may make the re- 
volver habit one of .-low growth among 
feminine cyclists, and the question of the 
granting of pistol carrying permits may 
have to be decided before they tuko to 
these little protectors, lint it is not unlike- 
ly that wheclworoon will eventually equip 
themselves for (he annoying encounters 
which are of almost daily occurrence. 

The bulletin recently issued by t he com- 
mittee of transportation of the L. A. W. 
in reference to the bicycle baggage matter 
is very encouraging to wheelmen. It 
shows that more than a dozen of the big 
railroads of the country are now transport- 
ing bicycles free of charge when accom- 
panied by the owner and at the owner's 
risk. The bulletin closes with the follow- 
ing very reasonable appeal to wheelmen: 

"The transportation committee is en- 
deavoring to sepure the free wheel conces- 
sion from ail railroads in the United 
States, and, with that object in view, it is 
absolutely necessary that a proper under- 
standing of tho rights of t he railroads as 
well as those of tho wheelmen should bo 
.considered. The committee would request 
all wheelmen having grievances against 
railroads to present same through the com- 
mittee on transportation, " 

Some one suggests that, since hitching 
ports are provided for horses, some sort of 
nrrnngenicnt should bo provided for the 
safe keeping of wheels while their owners 
urc in .-tores temporarily or engaged in 
business. Now and then a business man 
applies for a permit toplnce in front of his 
place of business a nick for wheels. This 
necessity for some means for securing cy- 
cles is felt in every city of the country, and 
in i he course of time it may be adequately 
provided for. 

Ever since the first mean man put tacks 
in the road for tho undoing of innocent 
wheelmen inventors, and many victimized 
cyclers as well, have been trying to devise 
u tire that would resist the insidious sharp- 
ness of the pests of the cycle path. And 
now a young man of Syracuse comes for- 
ward with a rubber contrivance which he 
claims will put at defiance tacks and all

. other puncturing thinga This affair can 
be attached to any tire and will only add a 
lew ounces to the weight of the machine. 
Inside ii is a strip of light, thin steel, 
which protects the tin'. 

An able authority on the subject says 
(hat race promoters, especially those in 
large cycling centers, should avoid pro- 
gramming too many events. 

With the Immense number of entries 
that arc now attracted and the great num- 
ber of heats that are necessary, five races 
and the usual lime trial are ample. Two 
hours and a half of such entertainment is 
sufficient ami will usually enable the 
spectator to sit through it nil and thon 
reach homo in t ime for supper. It is pos-

FRASER VALLEY CROPS. 

An Abundant Harvest Throughout the Dis- 
trict-Beneficial EITects of Establish- 
ing Creameries. 

Your correspondent is indebted to the 
Brackman <k Iver Milling Co., Ltd., of 
this city, for the following extracts from 
their fall report to their head office at 
Victoria: 

We ate pleased to bo able to report an 
abundant harvest throughout this dis- 
trict this year, the exceptionally tine 
weather having bo fur permitted of the 
grain and hay crops being saved in 
prime condition. 

In wheat we find that a much larger 
acreage was Bown than was the case 
last season. The yield is well up to the 
average, and the grain well filled and 
dry. 

In the oat crop we find the greatest 
increase, both in acreage and yield, and 
general satisfaction is experienced by 
the farmers, many of whom assure us 
that they will have a yield of from I}., 
to 12 tons per acre. We have examined 
much of the grain as it camo from the 
threshers, and have found it generally 
bright and well filled. 

In peas and barley about the usual 
acreage has been sown and harvested, 
the grain obtained looking brighter and 
cleaner than that of lust season. 

The hay crop, although a shade lighter 
than last year, will bo abundant enough 
to supply "the demand, especially as there 
are over 2,000 tonB of last season's crop 
still in the barns. 

In root crops we anticipate a consid- 
erable falling off on account of the dry 
season. The fruit crop is also reported 
light in some kinds. 

The establishment of creameries 
throughout the district is having the 
effect of encouraging a general tendency 
towards the increase of dairy stock, and 
most of the farmers are now enlarging 
their dairy herds and adding to their 
dairy conveniences. The direct result of 
this will be that largo tracts of other- 
wise unproductive land will be brought 
into use. Another result will be that 
considerable quantities of inferior and 
damaged grain and hay, such as in 
other years have been brought to mar- 
ket and sold at slaughter prices, much 
to the detriment of the sale of produce 
of good quality, will now be used for 
stock feeding purposes at home. 

We note with pleasure the movement 
now on foot towards the improvement 
of the Fraser river, and, judging from 
the energetic manner in which the com- 
mittee have taken hold of tlio matter, 
early good results may bo looked for 
with confidence. — News - Advertiser, 
Sept 7.

RELIGION IN SCHOOLS. 

Report of the Winnipeg Anglican Synod 
Committee Declaring That Religious 
Instruction Is Essential. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 9. — (Special) — At the 
general synod to-day a message from the 
upper house was received conveying the 
report from the committee on education 
and concurring in the same, with a ver 
bal amendment. 

The report is as follows : "The com- 
mittee on the educational work of the 
church beg to report that they have 
adopted the following resolutions: 

"1. That it is essential both for the 
community and the children that there 
should be relimioiiB instruction in the 
primary schools ; that a half hour each 
school day, and, if possible, the first 
half hour, should be given to such re- 
ligious instruction ; that reasonable ar- 
rangements should be made for such 
religious instruction being given by the 
clergy or their deputies to the children 
of their own communion or by the 
teacher in the case of communion agree- 
able to this; that when the above can- 
not be carried out, we Biiall rejoice at the 
introduction into the school ' course of 
studies ' of such religioiiB instruction a 
shall include the teaching of selections 
from the Old and New Testament, inclu 
sive of the Lord's Prayer and the Ten 
Commandments, and, if practicable, of 
the Apostles' Creed. 

" 2. That the dioceses in which there 
are non-denoniinational universities 1 
requested to report what meusures ai 
taken in order that students belonging 
to the Church of England shall be under 
ita care during their attendance at tin 
university. That they be further re- 
quested to report whether or not the 
daily work of the university is begun 
with prayer; that similar information 
be supplied with regard to normal and 
high schools, 

" J). — That it iB most desirable that an 
educational fund he established for the 
educational work of the church, the said 
fund to be managed and distributed by 
the general synod," 

This afternoon tho delegates attending 
the general synod were tendered a civic 
reception at the Manitoba hotel. Nearly 
all tlio delegates were present. The re- 
ception was held from 1 ::!0 to '2 o'clock, 
and the party then sat down to lunch- 
eon, at which Mayor Jameson presided. 



THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Terms of Settlement Ready to Be Made 
Known— Mr. Siflon to Join tlie 
Lanrier Cabinet. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 0.— (Special)— Your 
correspondent was informed to-night 
that Hon. Mr. Laurier would probabh 
announce in the House of Commons to- 
morrow the lines on which the Manitoba 
school question would be settled, and 
also announce at the same time that 
Hon. Attorney-General Sifton would be 
called to the cabinet as Minister of the 
Interior. It ia stated that the terms of 
the settlement will be on a straight basis 
of public schools and non-iuterferenc 
with the Manitoba school law, Mr. Sif- 
ton refusing to enter the cabinet on any 
other basis. 

A petition to the Governor-General is 
being circulated in the Calgary district, 
signed by the Roman Catholics, with 
reference to the Manitoba school ques- 
tion,
